condemnation in this free country, not only 
from every one outside the pale of the Ko- 
man Catholic Church, Dut from all laymen 
who make claim to intelligence and educa- 
tion within its membership. 

The substance of these declarations is to 
the following effect: “All men are not 
equal, and men ordained to rule as Kings, 
magistrates, Bishops, and priests have rights 
which subjects do not.” And again: 

It is not Catholic doctrine that all power comes 


from the people. and that do not exercise 
* us their owa, but a8 intrusted to them 
by people, e Catholic doctrine is that the 
graut of power is not given by the people, but 
they only designate ho ig to wield ft. As to the 
pa people are commanded to seek the 
aw from bis lips, and in all matters of civil life 
appertaining to faitn and moreia the priest has 
right to speak and the peopie are required to 
listen. This trine, it is said, may be unpopu- 
béeratism, but that does not 


There is nothing newin this declaration. 
It was stated a thousand years ago in the 
Dark Ages, when it was in some sense ap- 
plicable to the condition of an ignorant and 
superstitious people, and the formula is now 
restated when all these conditions are 
changed and it is no more applicable than 
the entire Mosaic laws would be. They take 
no note of the progress of the world, of the 
growth in general intelligence, or of the ad- 
vance of human freedom and human 
thought. They are doctrines which suited 
the medieval ages, when books and learning 
were confined to the eloisters; when people 
went to the Bishops, friars, and monks for 
their ideas as well as theiy religion; when 
they were too ignorant and superstitious to 
be trusted with liberty of any description; 


and when they had not intelligence enough 


to be trusted with the right of individual 
judgment. They were a people to be kept 
dowu by the autocratic power of Kings and 
Barons on the one hand and of Bishops and 
priests on the other, and they were ignorant 
enough to readily believe in the divine right 
of both to govern and their duty of unques- 
tion ing obedience. 

This is a doctrine which cannot apply to 

y part of the Protestant world, and to only 

me of the Catholic countries. France and 
Belgium have recently discarded it among 
Catholic countries; most of Italy disputes it; 
many in Spain deny it. It will not be be- 
lie ved even in Ireland, the land of saints, for 
it flies in the very teeth of the Land League 
and of all others who are striving to ame- 
liorate the condition of that unhappy coun- 
try. Were such a doctrine carried out, 
rack-renting and eviction would go on for- 
ever. It isonlyin Austria and Spain (and 
Spain is growing Republican so fast that 
she will soon diseard it), in the illiterate 
parts of Southern Italy, and among the more 
ignorant of German peasant Catholics that 
such a doctrine can have any acceptance. 
In America it can only be regarded with 
astonishmeht as a relic of the Dark Ages and 
as opposed to every principle of our Govern- 
ment, of our society, of religion, of political 
economy, of seience, and of art—a doctrine 
with no more life in it than there’ip in a 
Pharaohnie mummy. — 7 

Protestantism is based upon the right of 
individual judgment in religious as well as 
in political matters, and that right extends to 
the choice of civil rulers as well as of spirit- 
ual guides; No man ean assert civil power 
through his own divine right. No priest 
ean dictate Who shall be the spiritual guide 
of a congregation against its wishes. - These 
great principles of civil and religious free- 
dom have grown so rapidly since the days of 
Luther that there is not power enough in the 
world to oheck their progress to still higher 
conditions, much less to overthrow them. 
Such a doctrine would make the people of 
this country subjects of the British soy- 
ereign. It would send us back to the 
civil times of George III., and we should 
have some son of Victoria ruling over us. 
It would send us back to the religious times 
of Henry VIII., and we should have nd 
ideas except such as an Official “Church 
allowed us to have. It would blot 
out civil and religious freedom. It would re- 
duce us to a condition of sertdom, absolutely 
bereft of power in the matter of ruling or 
choice of rulers, and blindly submissive to a 
spiritual power. There was a time in the his- 
tory of the world when the priest ag the 
King were thus absolute, but that time has 
gone, and the school- house and the news- 
paver have upset their domination. It is too 
late to overthrow them with pastoral letters. 
They are impregnable against all assaults of 
medieval bigotry, fanaticism, and autocracy. 
The world is moving, acting, and thinking 
for itself, and these flies on the wheel make 
the mistake of supposing that they propel the 
chariot and kick up the dust. It is hardly 
possible to conceive that the Proviicial 
Council was not ashamed of itself when It 
reiterated its old, worn-out, decayed, and 
lifeless dogmas.

THE PRISONERS’ AID ASSOCIATION. 

he new society recently incorporated in 
this city. called The Prisoners’ Aid Asso- 
ciation” is one which commends itself to 
every charitable and well-disposed citizen. 
Among its officers are prominent Juages, 
lawyers, clergymen, and merchants, and the 
character of the gentlemen who have asso-, 
ciated themseives together for the purposé 
indicated in the constitution of their society 
is a guaranty that it will accomplish a great 
good among a class of unfortupates who 
heretofore have had no one to befriend 
them. This purpose is stated as follows: 
“To employ, or so far as is practicable to 
obtain employment for, discharged convicts 
or other needy persons, or to bestow tempo- 


‘rary aid upon them, and to use all proper 


influence and means to prevent the commis- 
sion of crime and to secure improvements, 
both in the arrangement and discipline of 
prisoners, in the elties or counties of the 
State.” ‘ ig 

it is not long since that Tae CHicaco 
TRIBUNE contained the narrative of the sui- 
cide of an ex-convictin San Francisco. He 
had served his term and. been discharged. 
Being honestly anxious to reform and earn 
an honest living, he obtained employment, 
worked hard, and had secured the respect 
and confidence of his employers, and was ad- 
vanced in position. Some of his old asso- 
ciates in crime, however, recognized him 
one day, and Commenced a systematic course 
of blackmail, threatening to expose his his- 
tory to his employew unless he paid them 
money. Fearing that he would be discharged 
if they learned his real character, he. te- 
sponded to the demands of the blackmailers. 
Onee in their clutches ne could not get out. 


He knew that he was watched by -police- 
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ing positions in whatever branc 4 of mechan- 
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nals to drag them down, many a man might 
be saved from a life of shame and dis- 
grace. This is one of the objects 
of this association, and the who 
compose it aie strong and influential 
enough to carry out its objects. Its agent 
has already addressed an appeal to mer- 
chants in this city to aid the society in ob- 
taining employment for these unfortunate 
meu, by giving work to such as the society 
may send them; after inquiring into their 
history, and prison conduct, and future in- 
téntions. To save a man from crime by 
helping him to reform and assuring him he 
has friends is one of the surest ways of pre- 
venting crime. The public ought to give 
this society not only the benefit of its moral 
encouragement and sympathy, but its finan- 
cial support.

LOCOMOTIVE-BUILDING STOPPED. 

The statement that 500 men are to be dis- 
charged from the Rogers Locomotive Works 
in Paterson, N. J., thereby reducing the 
force of that establishment by one-quarter, 
would be significant at any time and under 
any circumstances, but it has a special im- 
portance because it follows a threat of the 
employés that they would strike if their 
wages were not advanced 20 per cent. Here 
we have an instance of workmen striking 
for a material advance in wages at the very 
time their employers find it necessary to 
reduce their operations by one-fourth on ac- 
count of the falling off in the demand for 
their product. Could anything be more in- 
sane? There is room to fear that this case is 
a fair sample of the unreasoning methods 
adopted by the “ Knights of Labor” in 
their relations to their employers. Intelli- 
gent people will agree that whenever the 
demand for any given commodity falis 
off the price falls along with the demand; 
when the price falls the profit of manufact- 
uring is curtailed in part, if not cut off alto- 
gether; when the profit is reduced or lost 
the manufacturer must reduce his expenses 
or the-extent of production. In the face of 
such conditions he certainly cannot increase 
his expenses, and would as soon think of en- 
larging his works as he would think of rais- 
ing wages with the knowledge that his capi- 
tal would lie idle in unsold, unemployed, and 
unsalable articles. The demand for new lo- 
comotives has subsided for the present al- 
most altogether. Orders that were given 
months ago bave been countermanded, and 
engines already completed remain in the 
shops because the railways are not able to 
pay forthem. A strike for higher wages un- 
der such circumstances shows that the men 
are wofully, hopelesly ignorant of the condi- 
tion of the labor market or of their own 
welfare, and are ready, under bad advice, to 
precipitate a suspensio® of work and a loss 
of employment rather than be content with 
steady work at the best wages the market af- 
ford# It is important that all laboring-men 
should understand that the conditions which 
have led to 4 partial suspension of the loco- 
motive works are extending outand embra- 
cing many other industries. If the railroads 
cannot pay for and employ new locomotives, 
then they’ are similarly unable to buy new 
cars, or new iroh for their road-beds, or to 
extend their tracks, or to. renew them except 
in places where safety requires, or to pur- 
chase new equipments of any description. 
All this entails loss in the locomotive shops, 
the car shops, the iron foundries, the iron 
furnaces, the coal mines, and the manifold 
ramifications of the iron basiness. Depres- 
sion in this branch of industry likewise 
spreads depression in other branches more or 
jess dependeat upon or connected with the 
iron interests. A halt has been called upon 
enterprise for the time being, and labor must 
share the stagnation. The manufacturers 
will in all cases prefer to continue their 
operations in full, and will endeavor to keep 
their workmen together. It is for their own 
interest to do so. But when the workmen 
make a demand for an increase of wages at 
such a time, or even refuse to accommodate 
themselves to a reasonable reduction in cases 
where such a course has become necessary 
in order to maintain the full force of a 
manufacturing establishment, then it is 
sheer folly for them to suppose that they can 
force émployers to accede to their demand 
or yleld to their resistance. If the laboring 
classes could only be made to understand 
the inexorable logic of all this, much suffer- 
ing might be averted. 


THE CHICAGO MANUAL TRAIN ING-SCHOOL. 
The Commercial Club has assured the es- 
tablishment in this city of a Manual Train- 
ing-School. After a discussion of the sub- 
ject at the reguiar monthly dinner of the 
club a week ago, Mr. Marshall Field started 
the subscription for the institution with 
$20,000, which led to the pledging of $65,000 
on the spot, and it was agreed that the ciub 
would make up $100,000 in all. it is proba- 
dle that the full amount will be forthcoming 
at the next regular meeting of the club, and 
the project may then be set on foot without | 
delay. It is a good sign when a body com- 
posed exclusively of merchants is found 
ready with abundant money to establish a | 
school for the development and improve- f 
ment of the trades. That fact alone should 
go far towards removing the erroneous Im- | 
pression which prevails among the working | 
classes that capital entertains a natural an- 
tagonism to labor. The benefits of a 
Manual Training-School are designed en- 
tirely for those who expect to work with 
their hands, and mental improvement and in- 
creased mechanical skill combined are the 
objects which it nas iu view. If it were the 
natural inclination of capital to oppress and 
degrade labor, to keep the working classes in 
ignorance and poverty, such an enterprise 
could not receive the quick and hearty aid 
from rich merchants which the Commercial 
Club extended to it at the very first sugges- 
tion. . N 
It is probable that the St. Louis school for 
manual training will be che model for the 
Chicago institution. The success of the 
former justifies an adoption of its methods. 
The mental training embraces mathematics, 
physical geography, natural plilosophy,

trade-apprenticeship, for 


chemistry, mechanics, mensuration, bovk- 
keeping, grammar, history, and the ele- 
ments of political science and economy; the 
manual training embraces pentianship, 
drawing, and tool-instruction, including 
carpentry, patternmaking, biacksmithing, 
bench, and machine work. The full course 
contemplates three y€ars’ instruction. 

It is a mistake to regard such a school as 
a piece for simply learning a trade. Its mis- 
sion is to give a general mechanical educa- 
tion. A boy may be well fitted to enter upon 
such a course at 14 years of age, and he will 
come out at the age of 17 fully equipped to 
acquire any special e quickly, and attain 
to proficiency and skill in a degree which the 
uneducated workman can never reach, It is 
the sort of school which will repare the 
mechanical youth to advance rapidly to lead- 
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not merely pro- 
vides for a mental training beyond the scope 
of the common school, but also furnishes in- 
struction in the use of all tools and lays the 


foundation for a 1 ane all trades, 
The ultertor dim of thi: 2 training 
movement is, as it ought to be, to make such 


schools supplementary to the present system 


of public schools, and thus give a practical 
turn to public education. There is danger 
that universal education in this country will 
overstock the. professions and the occupations 
of clerks, bookkeepers, eopyists, etc. The 
young man with too little means and perhaps 
too little prains to make headway in study 
for any of the professions, but sufficiently 
educated to avoid manual labor if he can, ig 
in a most unfortunate condition. A life of 
drudgery, poverty, and mediocrity in some 
obscure and ill-paid clerkship is all that lies 
before him. He has no basis in either skill 
or learning to makea fight for competency 
and position. He has false idgas of manual 
labor, and if be had not he would be but 
poorly prepared at 18 or 2 years of age to 
start upon any industrial pursuit with the 
hope of early proficiency. But a common- 
school education which looks to supple- 
mentary training in the mechanical arts 
takes on a new scope and outlines a success- 
ful career. : 

Itis for this reason that one of the first 
conditions which the Commerelal Club should 
make for the Manual Training-School it pro- 
poses to establish is that a certain number of 
free scholarships should be reserved as prizes 
for boys who stand highest in a certain cur- 
riculum of the grammar-sehool instruction. 
Five such prizes could be given to each of 
our public schools, making penmanship, 
drawing, arithmetic, spelling, and the ele- 
ments of English language the standard, and 
providing that they should be distributed 
among the male graduates of the grammar 
schools according to merit. These would be 
prizes worth working for,and they would stim- 
ulate application, effort, and the development 
of early mechanical facuities. All the other 
scholarships in the Manual Training-School 
should be paid scholarships,in order that the 


advantages of the institution shall always be 


properly appreciated. It cannot be doubted 
that the prize scholarships allotted to the pub- 
lic schools will bring forth such good fruit that 
at least three manual-labor schools (one for 
each di@@ion of the city) will soon de pro- 
vided as a part of the public-school system, 
supplementing the grammar schools as the 
high schools now fo: and when the system 
shall be developed to that extent the school 
which the Commerelal Club is about to estab- 
lish may assume more of a polytechnic charac- 
ter and distribute its freescholarships among 
the public manual training-schools instead 
of the grammar schools, It is in this way 
that the founders of the first manual training- 
school in this city may assure to their pro- 
ect a broader scope and more extended use- 
fulness than was contemplated in their orig- 
inal subscriptions.

If Venus 
has an attendant of a corresponding size, it may 
well have escaped detection at former transits. 
But one more opportunity will occur for a seareh 
of this kind before the twenty-first century. It 
is hoped, therefore, that during the transit on 
the tn of December next the sun’s disk muy 
bo watched with the best telescopes in order to 
detect a satellite if any really exist. A Spherical 
body 100 miles in diameter would subtend an 
angie of only ope Second at the distance of 
Venus in interior conjunction. Its detection on 
the sun Woufd, therefore, require an instrument. 
of high power. The transit i last between six 
and seven hours.“

. Col. John A. Wilson, 

On Saturday last telegrams were received 
from Los Angeles, Cal, announcing the death 
in that city of Col. John A. Wilson, Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Wilson Packing Company 
of this city.

The offi- 
cers refuse to make the statement public, but it 
is known that he tells all about who barbored 
and fed and protected them during their raids 
into Missouri. The offivers‘bave all the names, 
and when known they will create a grand sensa- 
tion. Other arrests will come. Uniess they 
have fled, two will be taken in today. After 
the Blue Cut train robbery, the gang went to 
the home of the mother ot the James boys, in 
Clay County, where a quarrel took place, and 
Jesse James killed Ed Miller. Then they went 
to Kentucky, and stopped with the father of 
Jeff and Wood Hite. Old man Hite had a young 
wife and Dick Liddel became enamored of ber. 
This led to a quarrel between Wood Hite and 
Liddel, and the former was killed. Wood Hite 
being a cousin of Jesse James, the latter swore 
vengeance, but Liddel esca and through bis 
wife opened negotiations with the authorities 
to surrender. He was promised immunity if be 
would tell all and assist in iooking up the gans. 
The first result was the arrest and sentence of 
Jeff? Hite to e in the peniten- 
tiary, for which a reward of $5,000 was paid. Of 
this rewurd it is believed the officers have given 
Liddei $500. Liddel is kept close by the officers, 
and no one has been allowed to interview bim. 
The information given aé to his story comes 
from his uncle, with whom de staid for some 
time before be gave himself up.

THE RAILROADS, 


East-Bound Freight Shipments Con- 
tinue Unprgcedentediy Licght~—The 
Grand Trunk Oontinues to Take the 
Balk of the Business, and Is Charged 
with Cutting the Mates. 

The shipments of flour, grain; and provisious 
East from this city during the past week were 
about the same as the week before, there being 
a decrease of fifty-four tons, The decrease 
would have been much heavier but for the fact 
that there is still considerable business going 
forward that was contracted for at low rates 
before the present ones went into effect. It was 
given out that the contracts made by the Grand 
Trunk at cut rates bud all been disposed of the 
week before, bat this week's statement shows 
that such is not the case, as the Grand Trunk 
continues to lead all other lines in east-bound 
freight shipments, which it could not have done’ 
if it had taken the business at the pre- 
vailing figures. Fears are now expressed 
that there are many more contracts at cut rates 
in existence than at first reported, and that un- 
less some decisive acuon is taken inthis matter 
at once by Commissioner Fink there will be a 


general break in rates before many days have 


passed. The business is lighter now than it has 
been for many years at this season. The total 
shipments of grain, flour. and provisions during 
the past week by the six Eastern lines from tbis 
city amounted to but 25,857 tons, against 63,96) 
tons for the corresponding week last year, and 
at this time iast year the rates were 
15 cents per 100 pounds higher than at 
present, and no cutting vf rates was 
resorted to as is now the case. The troubie 
doos not arise from the fact that the present 
rates ure too high, but because there is littie 
business iu the country to be shipped. Even if 
the railroads should decide upou a five cents. or 
ten cents reduction in rates now, it ie doubtful 
whether the shipments would increase in the 
least’ The markets in the East are so much 
lower than in the West that no business is 
wanted at the prices, and the Western 
markets are not likely to go Gown, as most of 
be needed for home 
consumption before the new crops come in. 
Much of the business that formerly went East bas 
beeu sent to the South, and there is stilia

OBESITY. 


Of Interest to the Sebaceous—The Lat- 
est as to the Philosophy of Fat—Obes- 
ity COurable—Dangers of Anti-Fat 
Medicines, 

Written for The Chicago Trtiune. 

No statistics seem to have been published con- 
cerning the cubic contents of the Chicago abdo- 
men since winter cholera first set in. In many 
cases, however, as viewed superficiaily, many of 
our fellow-citizens possess a rotundity which 
must often inconvenience them in the matter 
cf storage and cause them to presenta by no 
means fashionable appearance in society. 

Considering the strong temptatons; to which 
the truly obese are subject in the purchasing of 
those anti-fat nostrums which Bave caused 
so many deaths, it may prove of interest to state 
the real facts concerning the cure of obesity. 

Dr. de St. Germain, in a tate number of 
L' Union Medicale, Paris, prints a remarkabie 
paper on the subject—one which the scientific 


periodicals ab regard as authoritative. 
Obesity, he is a disease of the oellular- 
adipose tissu must be treated assuch. It 
begins by fatty accumuiations at normal points, 
whence it gradually makes its laroads on health 
and beauty. It first commences externaily ann 
afterward presses from within so as to finally 
give rise to serious disturbance. Obstruction of 
the lungs, palpitation of the heart, dyspepsia, 
lack of red corpuscies and of blood sufficiency 
are some ot the more obvious symptoms of 


trouble. 

As shown in the Journal de Corvisart and 
others, the most noticeable point of danger in 
obesity is the condition of the heart, it being 
sometimes quadrupied in size, and baving cavi- 
ties filled with dark jelly-like substance. Out 
of fifty-seven examinations of fat people after 
death, fifty were found to have dangerous dis- 
eases of the heart. 

Women, it appears, are more subject to obesity 
than men. Some reports give the proportions 
as 3 as sixty-two for women and twenty- 
four for men. Others piace it at the rate of eight 
for women and four for men. Yet the husband 
is generaily better nourished than the wife, and 
often takes alcobolic drinks, which tend to fat- 
ten him. The truth is that by bard work he 
eliminates the extra substance and restores the 
equilibrium. Obesity often begins early in life. 
Tuat of childbood and youth is most difficult of 
cure. It is often itary, though less com- 
monly than is supposed. 

Of obesity as an uired grace, it may be said 
at once that it is ectiy curable. Yet it de- 

a tremendous amount of hard 
time, close watching always, aud a complete re- 
linquishment of all habits of seif-indulgence. 
The philosophy of the matter rests upon a few 
simpie principles, 
best known causes of cultivated ovesi 

are: Thetaking of large quantities of f 3 
iusufficient exercise and consequent non-elim- 
ination: the taking of too much wine and 
other aicoholic beverages, beer; and 
oversieeping. It may be added that some 
medicines induce fatty secretions. Mercury is 
one of them, and often forms the base ot the 
anti-lean nostrums. Dr. Liégeois, of the HOpital 
du Medi, Paris, considers mercury the heroic 
remedy for leanness, and advises fat people to 
avoid it wherever possible. It is a curious fact 
also that the loss of alimb tends to obesity; 
therefore, we should hold onto our extremities 
as long as possible. * 

The chief among the safe means of curing 
obesity are by regimen and exercise. Perhaps 
the clearest method of showing how these may 
be applied would be to give the history of a Sin- 
gie case—that of a prominent Freuch phystolan 
who bad himself passed through au extended 
personal experience as well as a considerable 
practice with the disease. 

This gentleman, at 21 years of age, was taller 
and thinner than any of his companions. He be- 
came house-surgeon, and with a more generous 
diet aud an increased allowance of wine, be- 

an to wrow fat” in his first year of service. At 
28 he weighed 214 pounds, and at 36 he kicked 
the beam at 230 po ing alarmed, be

THE BASIS FOR VALUING POLICY OBLIGA- 
TIONS TO BE CHANGED, 
Special to The Chicago Tridune.

4% per cent an investments, and the rate of 
mortality shown hy the American Experience 
Table. Gov. Cornell in his message to the Leg- 
islature intimated that legisiation was necessa- 
ry on this subject, and accordingly «a 
bili bas been introduced in the Leg- 
islature at the request of the State 
Insurance Department providing that for 
all the purposes of the general life-insurance 
laws the department shall value the policy obli- 
gations of all life- insurance companies transact- 
ing business in this State on 
THE NET ANNUAL PREMIUM BASIS, 
according to the actuaries or combined exveri- 
ence table of mortality, with interest at 4 per 
cent perannum. When the actual premiums 
received by a company for an insurance is less 
than the net premium for such insurance, com- 
puted according to the table of mortality and 
rate of interest aforesaid, then, and in every such 
case, company shall charged as a 
separate liability with the value of an 
anouity, the amount of which shall equal 
ditference between the premiums aforesaid, 
the term of which shall equal the number of 
future premiums due on said insurance at the 
date of valuation. The importance of the bill is 
illustrated by show the effect it would bave 
upon the surplus of Mutual Life, which, be- 
ing the largest company, way be taken as an 
example.

FIGHTING THE STANDARD OIL COMPANY. 

Moses Sweciser, President of the Sweetser Oil 
Company, of Parkersburg, W. Va., who has been 
making a brave fight against the Standard Oil 
Company, which he calls the Octopus,“ for tue 
past five years, reached Chicago yesterday, and 
will be here tor two or three days. 

“I camé here,” said be to a TRIBUNE reporter, 
“to look the market over and sell some oil. I 
find that the Octopus has been discharging some 
of its Chicago agents. I used to sell pil here 
some years ago, and the Octopus is not as 
strong as it used to be. This market doesn’t 
look hopeless to me. The Standards 
motto is Hold the market at any price.’ They 
tried to freeze me out in St. Louis, but were un- 
successful. I was down in Louisville last week, 
and their agents there told me they would spend 
$50,000 to keep me away, but I am going to send 
some oil there all the same. We lose a little 
money, but nothing like what the Octopus 
does. They havea capital of $42,000,000—some 
say $80,000,000. There are forty-five outside re- 
fineries, and their combined capital is about 
$10,000,000. The great trouble is that the 
railroads give them a rebate, and they 
get their oil to the market cheaper 
than anybody else. They received $10,000,000 
in one year from the railroads, and then they 
built the pipe line and the railroads lost the 
business forever. That was retributive justice 
for combining with the Octopus to break down 
the other refineries. The Octopus is trying hard 
to strangie the Reagan bill in Congress. that

SMITH AND BARNUM. 

During his recent term in the Criminal Court, 
a period of two months and three weeks, Judge 
Smith sent seventy-three criminals to the Peul- 
tentiary, thirty-two to the House of Correction, 
twenty-seven to the County Jail, nine to the 
Reform School, and sentenced t murderer 
Jobo Galus to be hahged. During Judge Bar- 
num's term of three months in the same court 
he sent twenty-two to the Penitentiary, five to 

House of Correction, fourteen to the County 
Jail, one to the Reform School, and disposed of 
the ‘quasi- -criminal calendar. It should be re- 
membered in this connection that Judge Bar- 
num had nearly all the longer cases, such as the 
Lamb and Gribler trials.

CATHOLIC SOCIETIES. 

The Church is no enemy of societies; on the 
coutrary, she not only fosters but strongly en- 
courages their establishment. Nor does it 
that societies be religious that she approve. 
The Church wishes to encou fier chiidren, 
both in the temporal and spiritual, but she 
seeks that the temporal be e subordinate to 
the spiritual. Her motto is: The soul first, 
the body next.” 

That a society may be approved, itis neces- 
sary its constitution and by-laws shall 
have been examined and approved by the 
Bishop of the diocese in which it isto be estab- 
lished, and to be a Catholic society that the 
Bishop snail have appointed for it a spiritual 
director, who shall have a veto on all things ap- 
pertaining to faith and morais, in the man- 
agement of its ordinary affairs there is no desire 
to interfere with or curtail the action of so- 
cieties; on the contrary, every iiberty should 
be given, consistent with the above veto power. 


MARRIAGE. 

3 is the bond of society; on it depends 
the family. Legitimate marriage can be con- 
tracted between a man and a woman only when 
they are free to assume its obligations. The 
insane, relations within certain degrees of kin- 
dred, those already married and not released 
by death from the bond contracted, or those 
bound by the solemn vows of religion, cannot 
marry. and any attempt on the part of any in 
the above classes to marry would be but an 
empty ceremony. Once always mar- 
ried. Nor can Church or State, or humap power, 
dissolve a marriage contracted between a bap- 
tized man and a baptized woman. 

The State has no power to dissolve Christian 
marriages, por has the State power to create 
or dispense from impediments that God or the 
Church has made. The religious part of the 
marriage contract does not come under the 
control of the State.

DIVORCE. 

When the married couple cannot live in peace 
and Curist ian love, both Church and State may, 
for and sufficient reasons, grant divorce 
from bed and board.“ as it is cailed, but di- 
vorce by which parties once validly married can 
again 1 and validly marry is impossi- 
ble. What God hath joined together let no 
man put asunder” are words that leave no pre- 
text for doubt. alone dissol ves a marriage 
contracted between a baptized man and bap- 
tized woman. 

This is the Catholic doctrine, and a Catholic 
once validly married cannot be divorced by eith- 
er Church or State; and if such Catholic attempt 
to remarry before the death of his or her part- 
ner, under the pretense that he or she has been 
divoreed by the courts, such Catholic must be 
denied the saeraments, and, dying without re- 
pentance, be deprived of Christian burial. 


DEGREES OF RELATIONSHIP. 
Marriage within the fourth degree of consan- 
guinity or aflinity is forbidden, and without a 
dispensation is invalid. Marriages between firs, 
cousins, brothers-in-iaw, or sisters-in-law are 
ablierrent to the Catholic mind, and should never 
be found among Christians. 
MIXED MARRIAGES 
are also a source of grave evil, more especially 
to the woman and the children. It is seldom 
such marriages do not end in loss to the faith.

DENIAL OF DEMOOCRATIC PRINCIPL 


With the popular doctrine that all me 
equal, there is also steadily growing the doctrine 
that all power is from the people, and 
they who exercise authority in the State do 
exercise ft as their own, but as intrusted to them 
by the people, and upon this condition — that it 
may be recalled by the will of the same pon 
by whom it was confided to them.“ This is not 
Catholic doctrine, nor is it the doctrine of the 
Scriptures, which teach: “By me Kings reign, 

by me Princes rule, and the mighty de- 
“Give ear, you that rule the 
people, . .. for power is given to you by 
God, and strength by the Most High.” “Let 
every soul be subject to the higher powers, for 
there is no power but from God; and those that 
are, are ordained of God.“ 


THE PEOPLE SUBORDINATE TO THE PRIESTS. 


While on the one hand the Catholic doctrine 
thus distinctly teaches that all power comes 
from God, we must not be.understood as teach- 
ing that the people are not permitted a voice in 
the form of government under which they shall 
live; on the contrary, we teach with the Sov- 
ereign Poutiff, Leo XIL, now r reign- 
ing, That they who are to set over the 
Republic may, in certain cases, be chosen by 
the will and decision of the people, without any 
opposition or repugnance to Catholic doctrine. 
By this choice the ruler is designated, but the 
rights of government are not conferred and 
power is not given, but it is determined by whom 
it is to be wielded. re is no question bere of 
the forms of government, for there is no reason 
who the rule of one or seven should not be ap- 
proved by the Church if only it is just and tends 
toward the common good. Accordingly, justice 
being observed. peopie are not forbidden to pro- 
vide themselves with that kindof government 
which is most suitable to their genius or the in- 
stitutions and customs of their ancestors.” 

There is also a growing disposition among a 
class of Catholics to teach that in some things 
the priest receives his power from the people. 
There is also a pase u to draw lines and to 
confine the priest within limits that neither God 
nor religion can permit. The priest is not ap- 
pointed by the people, nor does he receive his 
power from the people. He receives his power 
from God (?), and the people are commanded to 
seek the law from his lips, for tne priest's lips 
should keep knowledge.” He that hears you 
hears me,” says Christ, speaking of his priests, 
“end he that despises you despises me.’ “Go 
teach” are words that leave no doubt as to the 
right of priests to teach, or the duty of the peo- 
ple to listen. e 
THE PEOPLE HAVE NO RIGHT TO MANAGE 

TEMPORALTIES. 

Because the people supply the means for the 
support of religion, they frequently assume that 
they, and they only, are to manage the tempor- 
alities of the Church. Frequently, even under

The sin w the use has become 
abuse, and against this latter we raise our voice, 
and. in common with our fellow- itizens, seek, 
within the limits of reasonable individual Ttree- 
dom, not only to lessen the evils of intemperance 
in private, but to late the sale of liquor in

SCHOOLS. 

Religion must form a part of the education of 
the child.

George E. Stockbridge, formeriy Secretary of 
the exchange. After luncheon the meeting was 
called to order by the President, Mr. A. A. Car- 
penter, and Mr. K. M. Hull and Ald. Dean to- 
gether elaborated a vote of thanks to their en- 
tertainers, which received unanimous approval,

Mr. W. O. Carpenter introduced the political 
question by recommending that the lumbermen 
exert their influence to defeat Aid. Cullerton’s 
réeiection to the Council from the Sixth Ward. 

Ex-Aid. Ballard also thought the fraternity 
should do what they could to secure good men 
for office. f 

Mr. C. C. Thompson offered & resolution that 
lumbermen work for the election of Mr. Garvey 
to the City Council from the Sixth Ward. 

The Chair proposed a substitute, that ft be the 
sense of the meeting that it is the duty of lum- 
bermen to do all they can to secure the best 
men irrespective of party for office in the city 
Government, and that special attention be given 
tothe Sixth Ward in this respect.

LUMBER IN THE WEST. 

Mr. Camp. of Minneapolis, said of the lumber 
situation in the West, that the stock in Minneap- 
olis was much broken with a heavy trade, and they 
would begin sawing this spring with 4) per cent 
less old stock on hand than in any former year. 

The same was true of the adjacent markets, 
and on the lines of railroads in the neighbor- 
hood, along which there was no dry lumber, the 
business during thé winter having taken the 
supply. The stock of logs secured was large on 
the Upper Mississippi, and they hada full sup- 
ply at Minneapolis. On the St. Croix, Black. 
and Chippewa Rivers about 75 per cent ota 
stock had been secured, and the milis would 
probably be run throughout the season. The 
great immigration to Minnesota had created au 
immense demand for lumber, and in the 
next three months it was likely to exceed the 
supply and necessitate calling on the mills ot 
North and Western Wisconsin to meet the deti- 
ciency. These interior mills have not run 
throughout the winter, and there is not now 
1,000,000 feet on hand in Northern Wisconsin 
that was sawed in the past winter. 

Secretary Hotchkiss read a report showing the 
quantity of lumber received since Jan. hwas 
86,673,000 feet, of which 19,000,000 feet ar- 
rived by lake. Up to this date last spring noth- 
ing had come in by water. The sales and ship- 
ments of lumber since Jan. 1 were 389,372,000 
feet—an excess of 182,461,000 feet, as com- 
pared with the figures for the same time last 
year.

THE METHODISTS. 
PROPOSED PLAN FOR BEUNITING THE NOBTH- 
ERN AND SOUTHERN CHURCHES. 
Cincinnati Commercial. 

The General Coaference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South meets in Nashville early 
in May next. Thie body i to that branch of 
Methodism what the General Conference, which 
met in Cincianati two years ago, is to the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. The Southern Methodist 
papers are now devoting much space to the dis- 
cussion of questions that are likely to come be- 
fore the conference itself. One of the most im- 
portant of these is a plan offered by the Rev. N, 
Scarrett, D. D., of St. Louis, looking to the re- 
union of the two great branches of Methodism, 
which divided in 184, the present Methodist 
Episcopal! Church South tlien sec ling because 
of the continued agitation of the siavery ques- 
tion by tae Northern Methodists. 

Dr. Searrett’s plan ia as follows: Let the 
Methodist Episcopal Church and we Methodist 
Episcopal Church South form but one eburch in 
the United States of America, but let this union 
be effected on the follow 1 — 


the 
whole territorial domain of the United States 
be laid off into three general conference juris- 
dictions—two east of the Mississippl River and 
one west of the same. 

“Let the Church existing in these several 
jurisdictions be designated, respectively, the 
Methodist myer Church North, the Mothod- 
ist Episcopal Church South, the Methodist Epis- 
copai Church West. 

“Each jurisdiction to have a General Confer- 
ence of itsown. Each General Conference to 
elect tts own Bishops and General Conference 
officers: to make and to amend its own Disci- 
pline, and to manage the work within its bounds 
in its own way—subject, however, to the pro- 
visions of this plan, and to such restrictive rules 
as may be agreed upon. 

II. Episcopal Jurisdiction.—Each College of 
Bishops to have exclusive jurisdiction within 
tueir own bounds; bu the Bishops to have 
un equal and common isdiction in ali fields 
outside the territorial domain of the United 
States; provided, however, that when the Bish- 
ops in one jurisdiction need the episcopal serv- 
ices of a Bishop from another jurisdicnon, and 
believe that his services will be acceptable to 
the people, they may invite him to perform the 
needed services; in which case the official acts 
of said Bishops shall be as valid and binding as 
if done by one of their own coliege. 

III. General Council.—Let there be a general 
council for the whole Church. 7 

Said council to be composed: 

I. Of all the Bishops of the Church. 

“2. Of the Chief Missionary secretary and 
Treasurer of each General Uonference. These 
to be ex-officio Secretaries and Treasurers of the 
Genera! Board of Foreign Missions. 

3. Of one clerical and one lay representative 
for, say, every 500 traveling preachers, in full 
connection, in exch of the jurisdictions. A 
traction of two-thirds of this ratio to be entitled 
to an additional clerical and lay representative. 

“IV. Powers and Duties of the Council.—l1. 
Said Council to eiect its own officers, except its 
ex-oflicio officers. * 

“2. Said Council to constitute a General Board 
of Foreign Missions for the whole Church, and 
to have the exclusive management of said mis- 
sions, subject, however, to the provisions of a 
constitution to be adopted by the General Con- 
ference for its goverumeut. 

“3. Said Council to be charged with the duty 
2 e common bymnal for the whole 

urch. 

4. Said Council to sit as a court of umpirage 
to decide in the following cases: 

“(a) In case the General Conferences cannot 
agees touching the ratio to be Uxed as the basis 
of representation in the Council. 

In case said Conferences cannot 
touching the cunstituaon for the government 
of the General Missionary Board. 

% In such matters as may be referred to its 
decision by any one or by all of the General Con- 
ferences. 

“5. Said Council to meet annually in May. 

“6. In connection with the annual meeting of 
the Council ail the Bishops, as one — * 
hold a meeting of their own, in order 

“(a) To plant their foreign mission work, and 
to arranwe for supplying we same with all need- 
ed episcopal service. 

(4) To pass upon such legal decisions—made 
officially by the several Bishops during the — 
1 may equaily concern the whole 

urch. 

de) To decide such legal questions and to at- 
tend to such busiuess matters as may be referred 
to them by a General Conference. 

V. Transfers and Removals.—A Bishop can 
transfer from one jurisdiction to another only 
by the consent and approval ot the two General 
Conferences concerned. 

“A traveling preacher in full connechon may 
be transferred by one of his own Bishops iato 
another jurisdicuon, provided said Bishop has 
the cousent of the Aanual Conference to which 
the truusfer is made. 

* The credentials of local Elders and Deacons, 
the licenses of local preachers, and the certiti- 
cates of members—moving from one piace to 
another—to be equally valid, and to receive 
equal credit in all parts ot the Onurch. Here 
endeth the plan. 

Tbhis plan has been received with enthusiasm 
and commended by most of the denominational 
orguus of the M. E. Church South; but by nota 
suuie one of the representative denominational 
papers of the M. E. Chureh North.

scarf of pink sik carried across the front was 
loo as drap behind beneath the plaitod 
ruff of velvet. Magnificent peari bead embroid- 
ery edged the plastrou Of silk on the body, and 
finished the coat-aleeves of gray brocade, and a 
deep fringe of the same finished the scart acros¢ 
the front. 

Pointed basques are much io favor with ladies 
who bave broomstick tgures, Te failing 
All about the bottom of them. The plaitings 
described above, and masses of drapery tucked 
in un the hi and under the points back and 
fropt, cau arra effectively. Basques 
with long, square coat-talis aro divided by three 
— that reach the eud of the cout-tail, where 
oops and broad ends fuish the whole. The coat- 
tails are sti with embroidery or beaded 
passementerie. Close coat sleeves are universal; 
shirrings wherever they are 8 shirred 
yokes on summer dresses, shirred frohte on ali 
sorts of skirts. Soft siiks shirred about the 
throat fall loose over the bosom, and are caught 
by bows or bands at the centre and again at the 
bottom of waists. handsome way ot mak-

and er it each ede with narrow thread lace. 
Then tuck it through the middie, rupn a 
strip of wire through the tuck and fulling 
satin very liberally on wire. Then open it 
ut, leaving an inch-wide ruffle each side the 
shirring in the centre; then bend the wire in a 
series dt S's” and sew it so it will hold that po- 
sition. Asa beading for flounces it is very rich, 
and when a drees-front is made of perpendicu- 
lar rows of this serpentine trimming it is some- 
thing odd and remarkably handsome. 

Great fan-shaped pieces of plaiting are intro- 
duced on skirts, but a wire Ugure and a live 
woman'sare two very different things. These 
arra ments are nicein the store, but a day's 
wear breaks up the beautiful kilt-piaits and 
breaks the heart of the fair wearer. 

Many beautiful wraps for the warm days are 
made of silk and Spanish lace combined. A 
lace-front, with the over-arm piece of silk and 
the strip of back of „ twimmed profusely 
with black Spanish plaited lace a narrow 
black silk ruffies, is worn. The attempt to full the 
tops seems to be abortive, and it should be. The 
old song says the “stolen heart and gathered 
rose can charm but for a day.“ and 1 don’t think 
the guthered sleeve can charm longer than one 
afternoon. 

IN THE WAY OF BONNETS, 

it is much easier to tell of that which is unfasb- 
lonable than to cnumerate the styles displayed 
this spring. There is the Spartan old Leghorn, 
dear to our grandmothers, which took 
so kindly to doing over. War, there 
lives in my memory a huge creation of Leg- 
horn, a regular farewelil-vair-world bonnet, 
into which my grandma retired as into a chaise 
top. Regularly every spring a barrel would be- 
gin to emit sulphurous smoke, and, with her 
nose carefully plugged up, and that bonnet safe 
in the grasp of the kitchen tongs, that dear old 
lady hung it up on a weil-devised nail inside the 
barrel, and headed the brimstone and bonnet 
up for the rest of the day. This bieached it, 
and Sunday, trimmed with such ribbon-bows as 
only a country old lady can build, with a nice 
silk cape on it that reached to the small of ber 
back, the Leghorn went piously, after its pur- 
gatory, to church. 

Those same uncompromising old Leghorns, 
Dunstabies, and Pamela hats are shown in all 
forms, trimmed profusely with flowers and 
ribbons, lined with colored materials, while 
beads, beads, and more beads go to make up 
dress and evening bats. Out ot the multitudin- 
ous fashions New-Yorkers usually hit on a few, 
so that by May we koow “what's going to be 
worn, since every one wears it. It is safe to 
predict that fancy dresses are to supplant the 
quiet styies so long prevaient. Materiais are so 
gorgeous, and the dressmakers bent on strong 
coutrasts and quaint and novel designs.

Gol 
and silver, and ovlored tinsol throad are employ 
iu their manufacture, aud when trimmed with 
floral fringes of silken tulips or stri of nod- 
ding poppies they are stunning. Little manties 
of lace seem to be sought by every one for the 
coming summer; yon! ad or plainiy- 
figurod they are jyst simple capes with cnds fast- 
ened at the throat or ou the breast with a clus- 
ter of flowers or a bunch of ribbons. Oh we 
shall be a burst of elegance and a perfect lower 
sbow on Easter.

By this young man’s exertion Leon 
Abbott, a legal luminary, and Dr. Robertson, a 
medical light, offered their important services 
to the fund; and through his solicitation the 
Rev. Dr. Houghton became the spiritual direct~- 
or of the concern. Through his instrumental- 
ity Mr. Curtis gave the tirst entertainment for 
the aifair, and John Raymond sent the first do- 
nation of $100 through him, but the old pumps 
get together and agree to ignore his services 
and the accomplished work of the puper; call 
meetings on the day advertised for Curtis’ bene-~- 
fit.

Naturally 
then, be bought a burial plot in Greenwood, and 
today John Matthews goes round the Union 
Square with the three receipted bills in bis 
pocket, perfectly satisfied that no subscription 
paper or dramatic fund will be needed in his 
case.

Underground Transit. 

The project for an underground road from 
the South Side to the northern city limite has 
upfortunately falten through. It was the most 
sensible idea for rapid transit that has been 
broached in Chicago, as the river makes an ele- 
vated railroad out of the question. If the 
Northwestern Road had the longheadedness to 
take up this scheme it would do more than can 
be done in any other way to develop its subur- 
ban business. Crossing the bridges to get to its 
depot is every year becoming more difficult and 
disagreeable, and its trains are subjected to an 
inereaSing number of detentions at the two 
points of crossing. The real estate owners of 
the undeveloped district could well afford to 
take up this project on tmeir own dealt. 
They can do it without spend a cent. Ifa

The parties to the 
agreement are the New York Underground Rail- 
way Company and Origen Vredenburgb,as owner 
of the franchise of the New York otral Un- 
derground Railroad Company. Mr. Vreden- 
burgh also controls the Broadway Connecting 
Underground Railway Company. According to 
the agreement Mr. Vredenburgh surrenders the 
franchise held by him and his interest ia 

other roads to the New York semen. and 
ceives in return $35,000,000 of the capi- 
tal stock of that company, with which 
he also contracts to construct the pro- 
posed railway and fully equip it. The road is to 
run from the Battery to Madison Square, where 
it oa to the left and right—one branch to 
run to Forty-fifth street and Madison avenue 
and the other to Broadway and Fifty-ninth 
street. The entire length is about six and a half 
miles. Mr. Vredenburgb’s remuneration is to 
be $2,000,000 in the company’s bonds and 61.000.

To 
secure the bonds he and the Farmers’ Loan & 
Trust Company are made trustees. The agree- 
ment provides for a change of route (if the right

Our Limited Business Quarters. 

The people of Chicago do not seem to realize 
that while they have a city they need not feel 
ashamed to compare with any city outside of 
New York, or even New York itself, its business 
portion can be walked around in one half hour. 
Starting at the corner of South Water street and 
Michigao avenue, or perhaps W abash, going south 
to Monroe, thence west to Market, and north to 
Madison, east to Clark, north to South Water, 
and east to the starting point, and you have en- 
circied the business centre. Although we have 
three divisions, we are still situated like New 
York, from the fact that business, with fow ex- 
ceptions, seeks the South Side. The Western 
Indiana Railroad has already notified all prop- 
erty-owners between Third and Fourth avenues 
that they have commenced suit for condemna- 
tion as far north as Van Buren street, and they 
own west of Fourth avenue to the alley as far 
north as Taylor street, and are preparing to lay 
tracks. Should they gain possession of all this 
property, of which there is a strong probability, 
our merchants will find the business smaller 
than they bave learned to think it. Some day 
one of our enterprismg merchants will have 
the courage to take a big lot as far 
south as Twelfth street and put wp a 
building large enough for business. But afew 
days since a gentleman whois connected with 
one of our largest hardwape houses remarked 
that the large store at the «Drner of Adams and 
Wabash, which report hadsaid his house had 
rented, would not do for them, as it was not big 
enough. They wanted a building 200 feet 
square. They must go further south to find it, 
and, should they go, hundreds will follow. It 
only wants a teading house to make the start. 
The removalof the Board of Trade is a good 
move in this direcuon, and we predict a great 
change of business centre. The cable cars will 
cause another radical change, with their 
abundance of seating-room and a speed which 
lands us at T’wenty-second street in eighteen 
minutes. When Chicago gets over the provin- 
cial notion that it must do business only in close 
proximity to the Court- House it will begin to 
grow in good earpost. 


Heal Estate in New York. 

The recent activity of the New York reai- 
estate market, the Evening Post says, is not only 
maintained, but shows signs of rapidly increas- 
ing, the outlook today, as a prominent dealer re- 
marked, bemg better than at any time for the 
last six months. There may not be as much 
speculative business as in the spring of 1880, but 
the general verdict is that the condition of the 
market is even better now than then. Opinions 
differ somewhat as to the effect of the dealings 


at the Stock Exchang« upon the transfers and 


values of real property, but itis commonly be- 
lieved that the recent bull movement in Wall 


street has bad a good effect in increasing the 
demand for real estate and stiffening the prices. 
It is argued on one band that the transuctions 
in speculative stocks, which often have fictitious 
values, vught to have no influence upon proper- 
ty of the most tangible kind, whose value is de- 
pendent upon the present and future general 
prosperity of a great city. On the other hand, it 
is remarked that most of the large real-estate 
buyers are more or less interested in various 
lines of stocks, and that when any of the latter 
are depressed their owners begin to feel poor, 
take a “blue” view of affairs in general, and 
are cautious about making any new invest- 
ments. 

‘ One of the signs of the new interest in real 
estate is the wood attendance and ready bidding 
at auction sales in New York. Wednesday last 
there were a large attendance and lively bidding 
at the Receiver's sale of the real estate of the 
Universai Life-Insurance Company at the ex- 
change salesroom. All the pieces offered were 
suid. The totai of the sales was $225,000. 

Tue demand for offices in New York, the Trib- 
une says, notwithstanding the large aumber of 
new offices, estimated at 1.500, which has been 
erected witbin a year in the lower part of the 
city, is still greater than the supply. The rents 
of this class of property have n advanced 
from 10 to 15 per cent over last year’s prices. In 
some instances where two years’ leases are expir- 
ing the advance as been 50 per cent. This hus 
been due to the leveling- up process rather than 
toa general advance. Almost all large corpora- 
tions in the coun that do other than a merely 
locul business now find it necessary or protitabie 
to have offices in this city. There has been a 
wonderful increase in the business of the Ex- 
changes since tbe revival of business activities 
in and a constant influx of capitalists and 
corporations. This has caused such a demand 
for offices that rents bave advanced in the 
vicinity of the Stock Exehnange from 100 to 200 
per cent within three years. The elevated rail- 
ways have also contributed in no smali degree 
to this rive ia the value of property in the lower 

art of the city Py well as in the upper wards.

BOARD OF TRADE REMOVAL 


What the Propertyowners Opposed to 
the Removal Were Contending For. 
Zo the Editor of The Chicago Tribuns, 

Cricago, April 1.—So much has been recently 
said and publisued criticising and censuring the 
effort made by the Union Building Association 
and other propertyowners to prevent the vaca- 
tion of La Salle street and to provide a new 
building for the Board of Trade on Washington 
street that I am constrained as a matter of jus- 
tice to these propertyowners as citizens to thus 
point out what they were contending for from a 
public standpoint.
